SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of a Dedicated Utility Easement 
aving been filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission and following a pub- 
ch hearing thereon on November 24, 1975, all in accordance with Section 44, 
hapter 174, of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, as 
nended by Section 3, Chapter 385, of the Acts of 1963 of the General Assembly 
: the State of Indiana (Burns Ind. Stat. 1974 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), the 
horoughfare Plan as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by the 
ommon Council of the City of Fort Wayne on November 26, 1963, is amended 
y deleting the following Dedicated Utility Easement in Fort Wayne, Allen County, 
idiana, to-wit: 

The east 8.0 feet of Lots #20, 21 and the east 8.0 feet of Lot 
#19 except the north 40.0 feet thereof; also the west 8.0 feet of 
Lot #22 and the west 8.0 feet of Lot #23 except the north 16.5 feet 
thereof in Hanna-Creighton Subdivision Section II as recorded in 
Plat Book 31, page 89
